TUF  PROFESSION  (?) 

OF  AH. MS 

It  has  come  to  our  notice  lately 
tliat  someone  has  started  an  argu- 
ment. I'hl'-  is  the  question,  “Should 
an  .\rmv  officer  he  classed  in  the  pro- 
fessional ranks?"  It  is,  tee  think,  a 
question  worthy  of  editorial  comment. 

"Fo  say  i es  would  he  wrong ; to 
sa\  no  would  be  ivrong.  We  must 
distinguish.  Fhe  officered  personnel 
of  certain  branches  of  the  service  have 
a very  legitimate  right  to  a profes- 
sional status.  The  officers  of  the 
.Medical  Corps  are  graduate  doctors, 
the  offii.ei'  (if  the  Judge  .Advocate 
(ieneral's  I )epartment  are  full-tledged 
lawvers  and  the  officers  of  the  Chemi- 
cal W arfare  Service  are  accomplished 
scientists.  In  these  branches  of  the 
service  the  officers  receiie  their  pro- 
fcssidiial  training  in  just  the  same 
m.inner  that  ;m\  ciiilan  wmdd  and 
in  ninst  cases  prior  to  their  entering 
the  service. 

In  the  other  branches  the  question 
is  not  so  eas\  to  answer.  This  much 
should  be  granted,  however,  that  at 
some  certain  grade  an  officer  is  en- 
titled to  a professional  status.  But 
who  shall  say  what  this  grade  is  to 
he?  Certainly  not  the  grade  of  sec- 
ond lieutenant.  Let  us  take  the  case 
of  a young  man  entering  the  Militar\ 
Academy  at  ^\’e.st  Point.  He  enters 
from  high  school  and  receiies  four 
years’  training  at  the  Academy. 
About  two-thirds  of  this  training  is 
average  collegiate  work,  the  other 
third  is  fundamental  military  train- 
ing. Granting  that  he  passes  all  of 
the  examinations,  at  the  end  of  the 
four  years  he  is  commissioned  as  a 
second  lieutenant  In  the  regular  serv- 
ice. Now  to  grant  this  >oung  man 
a professional  status  Mould  certainly 
he  a rank  Injustice  to  the  recognized 
professions. 

Let  us  follow  him  further.  If  he 
chooses  as  his  branch  the  Engineer 
Corps,  he  would  probably  be  entitled 
to  a profc.'sional  status  upon  reaching 
the  grade  of  first  lieutenant,  which  he 
could  not  attain  In  less  than  five  or 
.six  years.  B\  that  time  his  engineer- 


of  any  newly  graduated  civil  engineer. 
At  the  grade  of  captain  he  would 
surely  be  entitled  to  It.  The  same 
would  hold  true  if  he  had  chosen  the 
Signal  Corps,  where  the  professional 
equivalent  would  be  electrical  engi- 
neer. If  he  had  chosen  the  Air  Serv- 
ice his  status  would  be  a bit  doubtful, 
altbough  there  might  be  an  equiva- 
lent in  aeronautical  engineer.  How- 
ever, as  he  advanced  in  rank  he  would 
find  an  equivalent  somewhere  in  the 
mechanical  sciences,  because  his  work 
would  be  intensely  scientific  and 
highly  specialized.  Contrary  to  pub- 
lic oiu'nion,  the  ability  to  fly  an  air- 
plane does  not  make  an  .Air  Service 
officer  an\'  more  than  the  ability  to 
ride  makes  a cavalry  officer. 

If  he  had  cast  his  lot  with  the  line. 
Infantry,  Ca\alry,  Field  .Artillery 
and  Coast  Artillery  his  status  would 
become  e\en  more  doubtful,  with  the 
exce|ition.  possibly,  t)f  the  Coast  Ar- 
uJkt  ry , \yt>ric  i.>  very  tccimical. 

Let  us  suppose  that  he  had  picked  the 
Infantri.  His  job  here  would  be  to 
personally  lead  combat  troops,  fight- 
ing men.  'Flu’s  job  is  the  onlv  one  of 
its  kind  in  the  world,  but  not  of  a na- 
ture to  endow  him  with  professional 
digniti.  It  Is  the  opinion  of  the 
w riter  that  an  infantryman  does  not 
enter  the  professional  ranks  until  he 
has  reached  the  grade  of  major.  In- 
asmuch as  the  Infantry,  in  the  end,  is 
the  most  important  element  of  an 
army,  such  a statement  may  seem  to 
strike  a false  note.  But  let  us  con- 
sider. Fhe  infantryman  is  the  true 
soldier.  His  lessons  are  hard,  com- 
prehensive and  empiric,  and  are  only 
thoroughly  learned  in  the  school  of 
actual  warfare.  Proficiency  In  his  call- 
ing is  attained  onl>  after  years  of 
actual  ser\  ice  with  troops.  The  pros- 
ecution of  a successful  war  calls  for 
the  use  of  all  a man’s  energy.  It  is 
the  hardest  job  a human  being  e\er 
tackled.  To  accomplish  it  success- 
full\  he  must  be  iitiysically  fit,  ment- 
all\-  alert  and  he  must  know  his  job. 
And  in  wartime,  the  job  (jf  a major 
of  infantry  is  truK  a man-size  job. 
It  doe^' not  seem  just  to  deny  sucii 


In  the  course  of  lunching  at  a 
(low  ii-town  hotel  three  Loyola  men 
happened  to  meet.  Quite  naturally 
the  subject  of  coiuersation  turned  to 
Loyola.  During  their  talk  one  of  the 
gentlemen  stated,  ‘‘that  the  men  of 
Loyola,  the  graduate  men,  as  a body, 
are  not  faithful  to  the  interests  of 
their  .Alma  A later,  nor  had  they  at 
any  time  ever  manifested  a great  de- 
sire to  assist  M lujle-heartedly  in  any 
activities  held  under  the  auspices  of 
their  ow  n organization.” 

'Fhe  it'ords  came  from  a middle- 
aged  graduate,  who,  since  leaving 
college,  had  been  an  ardent  worker 
and  a supporter  of  every  activit}'  of 
the  school.  Flis  knoM-ledge  of  alumni 
affairs  Mas  broad  and  the  opinion  he 
expressed  M as  based  on  tM  enty  years’ 
experience  M'ith  his  fellow-graduates. 

One  of  those  present  M'as  a young 
alumnus  M'ith  less  experience,  but 
more  enthusiasm.  “It  seems  to  me,” 
he  said,  “that  your  statement  is  some- 
M'hat  unfounded.  I grant  my  ac- 
(piaintance  Mith  alumni  activites  is 
limited  to  a feM'  years  and  does  not 
extend  as  far  back  as  yours,  but  In  the 
short  time  I have  been  an  alumnus  I 
have  M'itnessed  some  excellent  results 
of  alumni  labors.  AVe  have  only  to 
go  back  a feM-  years  and  recall  the 
campaign  for  the  gt  mnasium.  'Fills 
Mas  something  M'hich  required  much 
ivork.  sacrifice  of  time  and  individual 
sacrifice  of  money.  Once  the  alumni 
Mere  made  acquainted  M'ith  the  task, 
and  informed  of  Mhat  Mas  expected 
of  them,  they  Ment  to  the  job  M'ith  a 
Millingness  and  an  industry  that 
M'ould  do  any  C(dlege  alumni  associa- 
tion proud.  Most  of  all,  they  accom- 
phAluaf  the  goal  for  M'hich  rhe\  set 
out.”

“.A  second  instance  is  the  athletic 
programme  mIucIi  they  have  under- 
taken. Here  \vas  a problem  of  the 
first  magnitude.  Properly  speaking, 
it  w as  not  the  business  of  the  gradu- 
ates to  undertake  to  solve  it.  How- 
e\  er.  they  realized  that  something  had 
to  be  done ; they  realized,  too,  that 
the  fathers  of  the  college  had  their 
hands,  full  with  more  important  mat- 
ters and  could  not  afford  the  time  nor 
the  men  to  settle  this  difficulty.  Ac- 
cordingly, they  took  it  upon  them- 
selws  to  support  and  manage  athlet- 
ics. So  far,  they  have  produced  fine 
results;  first,  by  laying  the  founda- 
tions of  a great  athletic  development 
at  Loyola,  and,  secondly,  by  support- 
ing it  with  their  money.” 

“These  two  achievements  indicate,, 
yes,  the\  prove  that  the  a\erage  Lo- 
yola alumnus  is  Interested  in  the  col- 
lege and  is  fathful  in  supporting  any 
of  its  activities.” 

The  first  speaker  was  little  affected. 
He  emptied  his  cup  of  black  coffee, 
drew  deeply  of  a freshly  lighted  cigar 
and  reached  for  his  coat.  “A'oung 
man,”  he  said,  “A'ou  will  learn  one 
thing  before  _vou  are  much  older  and 
that  is  that  the  work  of  most  social 
organizations  is  usually  done  by  a few 
individuals,  while  the  organization 
and  everybody  connected  m Ith  it  takes 
the  credit  for  any  accomplishments. 
I am  not  one  to  criticize  my  fellow 
alumni  unjustly,  but  I believe  In  put- 
ting peas  in  one  row  and  beans  in  an- 
other. There  are  some  excellent  men 
in  our  association ; men  w ho  have 
worked,  sacrificed  and  have  done  ev- 
erything in  their  power  to  help  the 
school.  It  is  these  fellows  who  did 
most  of  the  work  done  b\  the  alumni 
on  the  g.Mii  ili'iw  and  who  are  now 
doing  the  work  connected  with  ath- 
letics. Fo  these  men  I take  off  my 
hat.  But  they  are  few  in  numbers. 

1 hey  are  a handful  among  a thous- 
and or  more  alumni.  'Fhe  vast  m.iss 
of  Loyeda’s  alumni  is  inert.  Fhere 
;ire  hundreds  of  graduates  who  have 
ne\  er  lifted  a finger  to  help  those  who 
are  strl\lng  to  make  Lot  (da  gre.-it.  It 
is  these  men  I have  in  mind  when  I 
sa\  that  the  graduate  men  as  a body 
are  not  faithful  to  the  interest  of  their 
-Alma  Mater.  If  this  inactive  portion 
could  be  made  to  shoulder  their  share 
of  Lot'ola’s  burdens  our  alumni  asso- 
ciation could  be  made  as  great  as  any 
in  the  countr}'.”
